INTRODUCTION 

On April 6, 2006, the Patent Office mailed a Notice of Abandonment stating the present 
application was abandoned. The Notice stated the Applicants had failed to pay the issue fee and 
publication fee within three months of the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance. The Notice of 
Allowance was mailed on October 19, 2005. 
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Applicants respectfully submit that they responded to the Notice of Allowance in a 
timely manner by facsimile on October 28, 2005 and that both of these fees were timely paid. 
Therefore, Applicants hereby petition the Commissioner to withdraw the holding of abandonment. 

BACKGROUND 

The present application was filed on January 10, 2001. The application was duly 
prosecuted and a first Notice of Allowance was mailed on December 11, 2003. Part B (Fee 
Transmittal) of the Notice of Allowance indicated an issue fee in the amount of $1,330 and a 
publication fee of $300. Applicants timely submitted the first Fee Transmittal by first class mail on 
February 20, 2004 and therein authorized the Patent Office to charge the required fees to Deposit 
Account No. 03-1952. A copy of the transmitted first Fee Transmittal is attached as Exhibit A to the 
accompanying statement of Ms. Beverly Carter. A copy of the stamped postcard receipt that 
properly identifies the first Fee Transmittal is attached as Exhibit B. 

On October 7, 2004, Applicants filed a petition to withdraw the present application firom 
issuance along with an RCE and a supplemental IDS. The petition was granted on October 13, 
2004. 

On October 28, 2004, a second Notice of Allowance was mailed after the Examiner 
considered the newly submitted IDS. Part B (Fee Transmittal) of the second Notice of Allowance 
indicated an issue fee of $40 and a publication fee of $0. The $40 fee reflected an increase in the 
issue fee from the previous Fee Transmittal. Because the publication fee had not increased, the 
second Fee Transmittal correctly indicated that no publication fee was due. Applicants submitted 
another supplemental IDS on January 12, 2005 and, thereafter, timely submitted the second Fee 
Transmittal by first class mail on January 27, 2005 authorizing the Patent Office to charge $70 
(reflecting the correct increase) to Deposit Account No. 03-1952. A copy of the transmitted second 
Fee Transmittal is attached as Exhibit C. A copy of the stamped postcard receipt that properly 
identifies the second Fee Transmittal is attached as Exhibit D. 
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On October 19, 2005, a third Notice of Allowance was mailed after the Examiner 
considered the second supplemental IDS submitted in January 2005. Part B (Fee Transmittal) of the 
third Notice of Allowance indicated an issue fee of $0 and a publication fee of $0. The transmittal 
thus correctly reflected that the Applicants had fully and timely paid the issue fee and publication 
fee through the submissions of the first and second Fee Transmittals. Applicants timely submitted 
the third Fee Transmittal by facsimile on October 28, 2005. Even though no fees were due, 
Applicants authorized the Patent Office to charge any required fees to Deposit Account No. 03- 
1952. A copy of the transmitted third Fee Transmittal along with facsimile cover sheet is attached 
as Exhibit E. A copy of the return receipt confirmation of facsimile transmission to the Patent 
Office is attached as Exhibit F. 

On April 6, 2006, the Patent Office mailed a Notice of Abandonment for failure to pay 
the issue fee and the publication within three months of the mailing date of the third Notice of 
Allowance. 

REQUEST TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 

As explained above and shown in the accompanying exhibits E and F, Applicants timely 
submitted the third Fee Transmittal. The third Fee Transmittal set a deadline of January 19, 2006, 
and Applicants submitted the transmittal on October 28, 2005 via facsimile as indicated by the 
signed certificate of transmission. Even though no fees were due, Applicants authorized in the third 
Fee Transmittal the payment of any fees relating to the third Notice of Allowance. 

The holding of abandonment by the Patent Office is apparently a result of the Patent 
Office not having evidence of receiving the third Fee Transmittal. To that end, Applicants 
respectfiilly request that the transmission of the third Fee Transmittal on October 28, 2005 be 
considered pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.8(b). 

The requirement of § 1.8(b)(1) is met, because Applicants are submitting this petition in 
a timely manner after receipt of the Notice of Abandonment. When Applicants submitted the third 
Fee Transmittal, they received the return receipt confirmation (Exhibit F). There was no reason to 
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believe that the application would be abandoned eight months later. Only after the Patent Office 
indicated that the application had become abandoned did the Applicants realize that the Patent 
Office may not have evidence of receiving the third Fee Transmittal. 

The requirement of § 1.8(b)(2) is satisfied in that the accompanying statement of Ms. 
Carter attaches, as Exhibit E, a copy of the submitted third Fee Transmittal with the signed 
certificate of transmission. A copy of the returned receipt confirmation from the Patent Office is 
also attached as Exhibit F. 

The requirement of § 1.8(b)(3) is met by the accompanying statement of Ms. Carter. 
Ms. Carter signed the certificate of transmission on October 28, 2005. She provided the third Fee 
Transmittal with the signed certificate and a facsimile cover page to the facsimile department of her 
employment (the law firm of Morrison & Foerster). The department transmitted the third Fee 
Transmittal and the cover page on October 28, 2005. A copy of the facsimile department's 
transmission report is attached as Exhibit G. It shows that on October 28, 2005, at 3:19 PST, a two 
page fax was successfully transmitted to facsimile no. (571) 273-2885 for the matter or docket 
number 20222, which is the matter number of the present application. The Patent Office then 
immediately sent a return receipt confirmation on 6:21 EST as set forth in Exhibit F. 

In view of the above showing. Applicants respectfully submit that the third Fee 
Transmittal was submitted in a timely fashion on October 28, 2005. Thus, the application is not in 
fact abandoned, and Applicants respectfully request that the Patent Office withdraw the holding of 
abandonment. 
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It is not believed that any fees are due with this Petition. In the unlikely event that the 
transmittal letter is separated from this document and the Patent Office determines that an extension 
and/or other relief is required, Applicants petition for any required relief including extensions of 
time and authorize the Director to charge the cost of such petitions and/or other fees due in 
connection with the filing of this document to Deposit Account No. 03-1952 referencing docket no.
